To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Wath*upon-Dearne  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  fifth 
Annual  Report  concerning  the  vital  statistics  and  general 
sanitary  condition  of  your  District. 

This  year  the  Report  is  known  as  a  “  survey  ”  one 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Your  district  consists  of  three  townships,  Wath  and 
West  Melton,  and  Newhill,  which  is  partly  in  one  township 
and  partly  in  the  other.  Wath  is  built  on  the  slope  of  a  hill 
facing  towards  the  North;  West  Melton  on  a  hill  facing 
towards  the  South-East,  and  Newhill  on  a  hill  facing  towards 
the  South-West.  The  configuration  of  the  land  is  such  that 
drainage  is  a  comparatively  easy  matter,  as  the  natural  slope 
of  the  ground  is  towards  the  River  Dearne,  and  the  whole 
area  is  drained  by  tributaries  of  the  Dearne.  The  district 
belongs  entirely  to  the  Carboniferous  or  Coal  measure  period 
and  the  alluvial  deposits  in  the  valley  of  the  Dearne,  which, 
roughly  speaking,  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  your 
District,  covers  a  large  area  and  consists  of  clay,  sand  and 
gravel ;  for  the  most  part  the  sand  is  found  on  the  northern 
slopes  of  the  hills,  and  the  clay,  which  makes  excellent  bricks, 
on  tbe  southern  slopes.  A  strata  known  as  the  Oaks  Rock 
runs  down  the  valley  in  a  south-easterly  direction  and  the 
measures  are  thrown  down  in  the  north  about  150  feet,  and 
it  is  owing  to  this  “  rock  ”  that  we  have  such  an  excellent 
and  plentiful  water  supply.  The  inhabitants  of  your  District 
are  mainly  colliers,  and  as  coal  mining  is  a  very  healthy 
occupation  our  death-rate  is  always  fairly  low  and  our  people 
are  healthy.

BIRTHS. — The  births  in  1924  were  391, — 205  males, 
186  females  ;  7  of  these  were  illegitimate.  This  gives  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  28t2  per  1,000.  In  1924  the  birth-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  18*8  per  1,000. 

The  births  in  1925  were  351, — 178  males,  173  females; 
15  of  these  were  illegitimate.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  24*6 
per  1,000.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — The  County  Council  maintain  a 
Dispensary  in  Mexborough  (Market  St.).  Patients  are  seen 
on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  by  the  Tuberculosis  officer  and 
his  staff. 

MATERNITY. — There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the 
District,  but  cases  requiring  surgical  treatment  are  sent  to 
the  Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough. 

ISOLATION. — Wath  Wood  Isolation  Hospital,  of  which 
Wath-upon-Dearne  is  one  of  the  constituent  authorities,  for 
Enteric  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  Hoober  Small  Pox  Hospital,  of  which  Wath-upon- 
Dearne  is  also  a  constituent  authority. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES.— Centres  for  the  treatment 
of  these  diseases  are  held  at  the  Sheffield  Hospitals. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — Ambulance  facilities 
for  infectious  diseases  are  provided  by  the  Wath,  Swinton 
and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board  (Motor  Ambulance). 

The  Hoober  Hospital  provides  only  a  Horse  Ambulance. 

For  accidents  and  other  cases,  Motor  Ambulances  are 
provided  by  the  local  Collieries.  The  Township  does  not 
provide  an  Ambulance. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.— The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  under  the  authority 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  is  held  in  the  Wesleyan 
Schoolroom  (Chapel  Street)  on  Mondays  from  2  p.m.  until 
4  p.m.  The  accommodation  consists  of  a  Consulting  room, 
a  Weighing  room,  and  a  Waiting  room.  A  School  Clinic  is 
held  in  the  same  room  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  from 
9-30  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

This  Centre  was  opened  on  Sept.  22nd,  1919. 
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PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.— 

{a)  General.  There  are  two  District  Nurses,  one  for  West 
Melton  and  one  for  Wath-upon-Dearne.  They  are  both 
provided  for  by  Charity  Trusts. 

( b )  For  Infectious  Diseases.  All  treated  in  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pital,  with  the  exception  of  Measles,  Chicken  Pox  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH.  This  apart 
time  appointment.  He  was  appointed  in  1921  M.O.H. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR.  This  appointment  is  a 
whole  time  one.  He  is  the  officer  designated  under  Housing 
Inspector  of  District  Regulations)  1910,  and  has  been  appoin¬ 
ted  the  officer  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Order,  1924, 
to  whom  notices  of  slaughter  must  be  sent.  He  was  appoin¬ 
ted  in  1914. 

HEALTH  VISITORS.  There  are  two  Health  Visitors, 
provided  for  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

MIDWIVES.  There  are  4  midwives  practising  in  the 
District.  They  have  conducted  themselves  during  the  year 
to  my  entire  satisfaction.  They  are  a  very  respectable  class 
of  persons  and  are  extremely  good  and  sympathetic  to  their 
patients.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  Super¬ 
vising  Authority. 

LABORATORY  WORK.  Samples  of  water  for  analy¬ 
sis  are  sent  as  and  when  required  to  the  Council’s  Analyst. 
Bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
Wakefield,  in  special  outfits  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
and  reports  are  sent  both  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Medical  Practitioners.

The  Lodging  House  has  during  the  year  been  kept  in 
a  clean  and  not  overcrowded  condition. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  12  of  these  in  your  Area,  and  they  have 
again  been  kept  in  good  condition  and  in  only  one  case  have 
I  had  to  complain  of  the  removal  of  offal  and  manure. 
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Cow  Sheds. 

There  are  13  farms  containing  24  cow-sheds  and  in 
these  sheds  are  117  milk  beasts.  I  have  inspected  these  sheds 
and  cows  repeatedly  during  the  year  and  along  with  Mr. 
Wheatcroft,  your  veterinary  surgeon,  who  states  in  his 
Report  the  cows  appear  to  be  well-cared  for  and  they  are 
clean.  This  latter  and  desirable  condition  is  no  doubt  due 
to  the  season  of  the  year  the  cows  being  out  to  grass.  Mr. 
Wheatcroft  considers  the  farmers  should  be  prevailed  upon 
to  spend  more  time  in  grooming  and  cleaning  the  beasts,  and 
by  this  means  the  farmers  and  cows  would  materially  benefit 
and  the  consumer  would  get  a  cleaner  and  more  wholesome 
milk.  Taken  as  a  whole  you  have  a  clean,  healthy  lot  of 
dairy  cows  in  your  District  and  I  congratulate  you  and  the 
owners  on  the  marked  absence  of  disease  amongst  them. 

Disinfections. 

All  the  Schools  in  your  District  have  been  thoroughly 
disinfected  and  the  drains  and  water-closets  flushed  and 
cleansed.  Enquiries  have  been  made  after  each  case  of 
infectious  disease  and  the  house  properly  disinfected  as 
desired  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

This  has  been  kept  in  a  clean  and  not  overcrowded 
condition.  The  filthy  privies  have  been  converted  into  water- 
closets  and  the  drains  properly  relaid. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  12  of  these  in  your  District  and  during 
the  year  they  have  been  kept  in  good  and  clean  condition  by 
the  persons  using  them  and  no  complaints  made  respecting 
them  during  the  year. 
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Cow  Sheds. . 

There  are  13  farms  containing  24  cow-sheds  and  in 
these  sheds  there  are  115  milk  beasts.  The  sheds  have  been 
been  kept  clean  except  in  two  cases  where  I  have  had  to  com¬ 
plain  of  manure  stored  too  near  cowshed  doors  and  windows, 
and  in  some  cases  insufficient  ventilation  on  account  of 
ventilators  being  blocked  so  as  to  prevent  down  draft  on  the 
backs  of  the  cows. 


Disinfections. 

Enquiries  have  been  made  after  each  case  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  as  instructed  by  Dr.  Crowley,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection  and 
the  house  and  drains  examined  and  where  faulty  remedied. 
Each  School  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected  twice  during 
the  year  and  the  drains  examined  and  flushed  with  water  and 
disinfectants.
